Amplifying his account today, 
he said that after visiting the Sec- 
retary of State’s office to dispose 
of his business having to do with 
automobile title registration, he 
left his companion on the trip, Ar- 
min Pfisterer, cashier of the 
American Exchange National 
Bank, in the lobby of the State 
Capitol and went to another office 
where he “took something’’—he 
would not describe it today as an 
envelope. 


This was the “favor” Duncan 
has said he was asked to do. He 
has refused to tell who’made the 
request, or to whom he delivered 
whatever it was he delivered. 


The Jefferson City trip, which 
started out from the American 
Exchange Bank, Kingshighway 
and Gravois avenue, where Duncan 
picked up Pfisterer, was made at 
a time when the Constitutional 
Convention was on the point of 
adopting provisions affecting 
small-loan interest rates.

WINTER ARRIVES 
OFFICIALLY TODAY 
WITH COLD BLAST 


Temperature Drops 31 De- 
grees From Yesterday’s 55 
— Another Fall Due. 


Winter will make its official en- 
try at 6:15 p. m. today accom- 
panied by the coldest weather the 
city has experienced this season. 

Temperatures in St. Louis 
dropped 31 degrees from yester- 
day's high of 55 degrees at 3:30 
p. m. to this morning’s low of 24 
degrees at 7 o'clock. A further 
drop to about 12 degrees is pre- 
dicted for tonight by Harry F. 
Wahlgren, director of the local 
United States Weather Bureau of- 
fice. 

Cloud cover and light snow prob- 
ably prevented a more sudden 
drop in the St. Louis area, Wahl- 
gren said. Only a trace of snow 
fell in the downtown area in the 
night, but Webster Groves had a 
fall of two-tenths of an inch. 

The lowest temperature record- 
ed in the State in the night was 
8 degrees at Kirksville, while the 
reading at Malden, near the Ar- 
kansas border, was 32. Inter- 
national Falls, Minn., northern- 
most point in the country, report- 
ed a reading of 19 below zero, but 
Bemidji Lakes, Minn., had the 
country-wide record with 24 below.

Enemy No Longer Able 
to Offer Integrated 


Defense, Says Gen. 
MacArthur. 


GEN. MAC ARTHUR'S HEAD- 
QUARTERS, Philippines, Dec. 21 
(AP). American conquest of 
Leyte Island neared accomplish- 
ment today. 

“The battle is rapidly drawing 
to an end,” announced Gen. Doug- 
las MacArthur two months and a 
day after he returned to the 
Philippines Oct. 20 with amphibi- 
ous forees, landing on Leyte’s east 
coast. 

On Mindoro Island “there was 
no enemy ground activity and his 
air action was light,” today’s com- 
munique said. Nine raiding planes 
were downed, five of them by P-T 
boat gunners. 

Irrevocable disaster was de- 
picted for the Japanese on moun- 
tainous northwest Leyte. That 
decisive battlefield is crossed

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FAILURE OF NAZIS 
OFFENSIVE WOULD 
SHORTEN Tht WAR 


Risk, Could Gain Only 
a Few Months’ Time 
— Acknowledges That 
‘Stakes Are High.’ 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21 (AP).— 
Secretary of War Stimson said to- 
day that if the German counter- 
offensive fails it definitely will 
shorten the war. 

He coupled with this assertion, | 
however, the statement that the | 
Germans’ ability to launch the) 
huge offensive is significant. He, 
said the Nazis had penetrated Al- 
lied territory for distances rang- 
ing from five to 20 miles. 

Stimson said there is no evi- 
dence that reports of dissension 
among the Allies or of Allied sup- 
ply shortages had anything to do 
with the German drive. 

Declining to comment on the 
nature of countermeasures taken 
to meet the attack, Stimson ¢alled 
for “patience at a moment when 
the stakes are high.” 

In his weekly review of the war, 
given at press conference, Stimson 
said the Germans chose for their 
attack a sector “which had been 
loosely held by both sides.” “It 
was a terrain which had not of- 
fered to the Allies much incentive 
for exploitation,” he said. 

He commented that the Nazis 
did not have a great deal to lose 
in risking the offensive and that 
it might gain for them a few 
months of time before they must 
account for “the misery they have 
inflicted upon the world.” 

Built Up Big Force. 

Discussing the power of the 
German thrust, Stimson said that 
despite losses suffered by the 
Nazis in land and air attacks in 
recent months “they have been 
able to build up on the West Wall 
a very substantial force for this 
attack.” 

Interpreting the enemy offen- 
sive as “an all-out effort to halt 
our advance into the Cologne plain 
and the Saar basin,” he added: 

“T have the utmost confidence 
in the wisdom, energy, and ag- 
gressive fighting attitude of Gen. 
Dwight D,. Eisenhower and his 
leaders.” 

In response to a question, Stim- 
son said he based his statement 
concerning a possible shortening 
of the war on his recollection of 
events 25 years ago when he 
fought in World War I. Referring 
to the enemy offensives in the 
latter stages of that war, he said: 

“I was there when they drove 
almost to the Channel, again al- 
most to Armentieres. Again when 
they drove to the Marne. I re- 
member how we felt—as if they 
would never stop. And then I

SUPREME ALLIED HEAD-

state that Adolf Hitler’s personal 
counterattack has been firmly 
pinned dowh on its north and 
south flanks in the areas of 
Monschau, Germany, and Echter- 
nach, Luxembourg, but that enemy 
progress continues a ng , ne tg 


mediate sector. mies 

It is now o ficially wamitied 
that Malmedy fell Dec. 18 (Mon- 
day). €An Associated Press front 
dispatch said that, contrary to 
some reports, Malmedy had never 
been out of American control.) 
The enemy thrust attained its 
deepest penetration, up to noon 
Tuesday, when an armored unit 
reached Habiemont, some 38 miles 
west of the Belgian frontier. 
Granted the fierce momentum of 
the Nazi onslaught and the diffi- 
culty of stemming the onrush on 
a moment’s notice, further enemy 
advances in this salient are con- 
sidered not unlikely. 

The German column thrusting 
west from Consdorf in lLuxem- 
bourg had made further gains at 
midday Tuesday, while another 
launched in the area of Vianden 
pushed just east of Wiltz, 13 miles 
west of the German-Luxembourg 
border. Still. another column oper- 
ating six miles to the north had 
reached Clerf, five miles west of 
the Luxembourg frontier. 

Yanks Hold St. Vith. 

On the other hand, the scissors 
movements aimed at enveloping 
St. Vith had made little progress 
after the first few days and the 
town was still in Allied .posses- 
sion. 

Farther north Stavelot has been 
recaptured and Yank forces are 
now fighting to regain Malmedy. 
In the vicinity of Monschau sev- 
eral German attacks are reported 
to have been thrown back and 
American control re-established in 
a number of towns, including 
Rocherath. 

Inclement weather has virtually 
grounded tactical air support for 
the First Army. 

The Nazis are accused of em- 
ploying every possible ruse, such 
as donning Yank uniforms and 
insignia, using American vehicles 
and equipment and marking their 
own vehicles with the Allied five- 
pointed white and yellow star. 

Hitler Picked His Time. 

It is now evident that Hitler, 
with the diabolical patience he has 
so often shown, waited until 
weather conditions were at their 
best for his purpose and has 
thrown everything he has into a 
major offensive, which he has 
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the German West front garrison 
and railway town of Trier to- 
day. Trier, 26 miles northeast 
of Luxembourg City, is a main 
supply point supporting the Nazi 
winter counteroffensive. United 
States Ninth Air Force fighters 
escorted the big British bombers. 

United States Fifteenth Air 
Force heavy bombers struck rail 
targets at Rosenheim, 35 miles 
southeast of Munich, rounding out 
seven straight days of raids 
against communications in South- 
ern Germany carrying troops and 
supplies to the Italian and Hun- 
garian fronts.

YANKS CRUSH NAZ 
ATTEMPT 10 SAVE 
BO TANKS IN TRAP 


Enemy Force Hemmed In 
at Stavelot Being Cut to 
Pieces Methodically by 


Americans.

OUTSIDE STAVELOT, Bel- 
gium, Dec, 21, 2:30 p. m., (AP).— 
American tank destroyers today 
smashed attempts by German 
armor to break through and res- 
cue remnants of a Nazi force of 
60 tanks trapped near this em- 
battled town. 

Firing round after round 
through a thick mist, the anti- 
tank gunners destroyed five cap- 
tured American Sherman tanks 
manned by German crews which 
were spearheading a fresh drive 
to crash through Yank positions 
between Stavelot and Malmedy. 

The new attack was launched 
about a mile and a quarter sputh- 
east of Malmedy. 

Yanks Killed Scores, 

Before the Nazis _ retreated, 
American artillery shattered their 
columns and killed scores of their 
infantry who had counted on the 
fog to enable them to surprise the 
American outposts. 

In addition to capturing five 
tanks, American antitank gunners 
knocked out one of their own 
tank-destroyers that had fallen in- 
to German hands. 

As the enemy tried frantically 
for the fourth straight day to bat- 
tle through to the rescue of the 
bottled-up Panzer force, American 
infantry and tank units continued 
methodically to chop this trapped 
outfit to pieces. 

“We have destroyed approxi- 
mately 30 of their 60 tanks and 
have knocked out about 50 of 200 
supply vehicles caught with them,” 
said Lt. Col. Stewart L. Hall, New- 
ark, N. J.

GERMANS REPORT 
CAPTURING 20,000 
YANKS IN DRIVE 


Say They Knocked Out 
136 U. S. Tanks Yester- 
day, Overtook Fleeing 
Supply Column. 


LONDON, Dec. 21 (AP).—The 
German high command declared 
today that Nazi spearheads had 
cut the Liege-Bastogne highway 
and taken 20,000 prisoners in this 
week's offensive. The highway is 
one of the main links between the 
American First and Third Armies. 

Liege is the main highway and 
railway center behind the Amer- 
ican First Army front around 
Aachen. German V-weapons have 
been fired steadily at the city for 
weeks, indicating the importance 
the Germans attach to it as an 
American supply base. 

Bastogne, 43 miles to the south, 
is the principal communications 
center for American troops in the 
St. Vith area of Belgium and 
Northern Luxembourg. The road 
between the two cities is 30 to 50 
miles west of the front as it exist- 
ed when the German drive began 
Saturday. 

“American Units Split.” 

“Enemy supply columns moving 
toward the Meuse River were 
caught up with and overtaken by 
German tanks. fFreshly-brought 
up American units were split up 
into single groups and did not 
succeed in checking our advance,” 
the broadcast German commu- 
nique said. 

Advanced German units have 
“penetrated into the Ardennes,” it 
added, 

Americans in the Schnee Eifel 
forest in Germany “far behind the 
front were either wiped out or 
taken prisoners yesterday.

English Tribute to U. S. Soldier

LONDON, Dec. 22.—One of the 
finest tributes ever paid the 
American doughboy appears in the 
London News - Chronicle today, 
written by British War Corre- 
spondent Stanley Baron. Baron 
has just returned on leave after 
14 weeks with the American First 
Army; the men he writes about 
are the men bearing the brunt of 
Von Rundstedt’s offensive. 


Baron confesses the typical Brit- 
ish bewilderment on seeing his 
first G, I.—whether he is a boy 
doing guard duty in Belgium. or 
clutching the hands of two Bel- 
gian children at the same time 
or a sergeant wisecracking at his 
captain with shocking and good- 
humored disrespect. 

At first, Baron can’t quite make 
up his mind whether the Yank is 


a soldier, “or just a civilian in dis-, 


guise.” He decides that he must 
be half-civilian because he goes to 
such pains to convince you of it. 
But “then you arrive at the front 
line and you get the other half 
of the picture—the soldier’s half; 
the half which fights and, if need 
be, dies — grimly, desperately, 
earnestly—with a bravery as ut- 
terly complete and selfless as any 
man anywhere who can fight and 
die. Then you realize that the two 
halves are not incompatible, but 
in a way are symbolic of all the 
American soldier believes he 
stands for. 

“Twice I have been at a com- 
mand post when the Americans, 
fighting, hand to hand, in a vil- 
lage, called down our own artillery 
to fire on themselves in an attempt 
to shake the enemy free. 

“No one has the right to take 
such devotion for granted. It is 
there all the time, it is all around 
you whérever the fight goes on.”

SUPREME HEADQUARTERS,

The flyer, Capt. Kenneth Dahl- 
berg of St. Louis, shot down four 
Messerschmitt 109s Tuesday in a 
furious dogfight just west of 
Prum. 

The all-out nature of the Ger- 
man air support and the vast 
quantities of light and heavy anti- 
aircraft weapons showed the tre- 
mendous German will to win the 
present battle at any cost, he said. 
‘German pilots, in contrast with 
their cautious behaviour of recent 
months, are aggressive and con- 
tinue to bore in, he added. 

Dahlberg’s four victories, which 
brought his total to 15%, came 
when he was on a mission to dive 
bomb command posts of two Ger- 
man armored divisions. 

“Twelve of us started out, but 
we were jumped by more than 40 
Messerschmitts and had to drop 
our bombs in order to fight,” he 
said. 

“I'd like to say right now that 
the luftwaffe was successful, be- 
cause it prevented us from carry- 
ing out our bombing mission. You 
can’t maneuver a fighter if you're 
carrying bombs, so we had to 
dump them or get shot down. 

“Four of our fighters never got 
into the scrap because our forma- 
tion was broken up by the intense 
German flak. Eight of us who did 
get into the fight knocked down 
nine Germans.”

chine gun atop one of the tanks. 
Cooks Fight Way Out. 

Ten cooks of another company 
took up rifles and battled their 
way to safety after an 18-hour 
fight during which they were sur- 
rounded most of the time. These 
men regretted only that they 
moved out of their position before 
they could count the number of 
Germans they had killed. 

All these men, who battled the 
German lunge from its initial 
stage, have been re-equipped and 
are waiting to slaughter the next 
round of Nazis, They are typical 
of the men who line the corridor 
around the German penetration. 


“Everybody in’the world knows 
this story and is going to print 
it,” he said. “It has leaked over 
40 acres. You say we can’t 
tell the Germans this because they 
may not know it. The Germans’ 
record in this war is that they 
have shown themselves to be 
pretty good soldiers and I think 
they know what went on Sunday 
afternoon.

RIGHTS LOST ON PAY 
BASIS CHANGE ARE 
ORDERED RESTORED 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21 (AP).— 
The National Labor Relations 
Board holds that transfer of em- 
ployes from a salaried to an hour- 
ly wage basis because they choose 
a collective bargaining represen- 
tative is anti-union discrimination. 

The NLRB made this finding 
yesterday in the case of General 
Motors Corp., Linden, N. J. It 
ordered the company to return 
to their former salaried classifica- 
tion employe engineers and tech- 
nicians who had designated the 
Federation of Architects, Engi- 
neers, Chemists and Technicians, 
CIO, as bargaining representative.

PHONE OPERATORS 
VOTE 10 STRIKE 
FOR PAY INGREASE 


300 in Long - Distance 
Service Here Demand 
WLB Approve Rise of 
$7 a Week. 


Three hundred long-distance 
telephone operators employed in 
St. Louis by the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Co. have 
voted to strike unless a $7 weekly 
wage increase is approved by the 
War Labor Board, it was an- 
nounced here today. 


Miss Dorothy Handy, member 
of the executive board of Local 
404, Federation of Long Lines 
Telephone Workers, an independ- 
ent union, told the Post-Dispatch 
the members here had voted 98.5 
per cent in favor of th. strike by 
secret ballot completed last Fri- 
day. 

She said the vote was taken 
under provisions of the Smith- 
Connally Act, and that the strike, 
if carried out, would begin 30 
days after the War Labor Board 
is notified of the action. She 
said the election results were 
mailed yesterday to the national 
offices of the union in New York, 
which would forward them to 
WLB. 

The strike vote was taken by 
long-distance ‘workers in other 
cities, including Philadelphia, Kan- 
sas City, Memphis and Louisville. 
It was announced in New York 
today that 6000 members of the 
union there were prepared to walk 
out unless demands for a $5 wage 
increase are met. A company 
spokesman declined to comment 
on the strike vote, calling it a 
matter between the union and the 
WLB. The wage demands differ 
slightly in the various cities. 

The strike-voting operators 

handle only interstate calls. Local 
or intrastate operators are not af- 
fected. Miss Handy said long-lines 
operators in St. Louis are paid a 
starting basic wage of $18 a week, 
advancing to $28 after 12 years’ 
service. Besides the $7 increase in 
basic wages, the union is asking 
that the 12-year wage progression 
period be réduced to seven years. 
She said the company had agreed 
to reduce it to 10 years. 
Miss Handy said the telephone 
operators were unable to obtain 
releases to seek more lucrative 
employment under wartime labor 
regulations.

PLAN A DIAMOND FOR 
HER CHRISTMAS GIFT 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21 (AP).— 

The Allied setback in Europe 
“will hit us between the eyes” 
with new war production prob- 
lems, War Production Board Vice 
Chairman Samuel W. Anderson 
said today. He added that the 
powerful German counteroffensive 
made it impossible to predict an 
end of the civilian production 
freeze. 

Present urgent demands for 
more shells, guns, trucks and 
other vital materiel “certainly” 
will be followed by armament 
problems “as difficult as the ones 
we have now,” Anderson told a 
press conference, 

“T feel sure the present military 
situation in Europe will come back 
and hit us between the eyes in 
various ways, at present un- 
known,” said Anderson, who /had 
signed the recent order freezing 
future civilian goods production 
programs at present levels, 

“The purpose of the freeze is to 
see that rising civilian production 
does not interfere with urgent mu- 
nitions output,” he asserted. “I 
haven't any idea how long it will 
last, or how long we will have 
critical shortages in war mate- 
rials.” 

Simultaneously, WPB announced 
that all brass mills contributing 
to the Army's enormously ex- 
panded 1945 ammunition program 
have been placed on the national | 
production urgency list, giving 
them top priority in recruiting | 
labor. 

The agency also announced that | 
arrangements were being made to | 
produce brass strip in Canadian | 
mills and that copper-clad steel} 
would be used instead of brass in | 
the Small Arms ammunition pro-| 
gram in order to “relieve the tre- | 
mendous strain on United States | 
brass mills.” 

Plans even are under considera- 
tion, it was disclosed, to use steel 
mills for production of ammuni-| 
tion brass strip. The brass mills | 
are being called on for a 50 per 
cent production increase and have 
notified WPB that man power

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and armored vehicles as well as 50 
guns were captured and 136 tanks 
were knocked out.” 

Elsewhere on the Western front. 
Allied attacks continued without 
success, it added. 


The communique said the Ger- 
man navy had sunk six Allied 
supply freighters totaling more 
than 30,000 tons in the mouth of 
the Schelde River, at the entrance 
to Antwerp. 

U. S. Reinforcements. 

The German radio said that 
“several” Allied divisions had been 
rushed from the Aachen and Saar 
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fronts to check the German coun- 
teroffensive and boasted that. “ac- 
cording to incomplete data, three 
to four American divisions either 
have been destroyed or badly 
mauled.” 

American tactical reserves 
thrown in on the right wing of

F.D.R, URGES STATES TO PLAN 
POSTWAR HIGHWAY PROGRAMS 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 21 (AP).— 
State and local governments can 
start planning their projects under 
the $3,173,250,000 three-year post- 
war highway program. 

The 44 state legislatures meet- 
ing in 1945 should give “prompt 
and vigorous attention” to the 


highway program, President 
Roosevelt said yesterday in sign- 
ing the measure setting it up. 


The program, Roosevelt said, 
“becomes a challenge to the states, 
counties and cities which must 
originate the specific projects and 
get the program ready for con- 
struction after the war ends.”

negotiated peace had been strength- 
ened since the advent of the 
™| V-weapons, 


future. 


Five months ago the problem 
here was one of living—food, 
clothing, shelter. The fighting 
still was in progress, our troops 
were sleeping in foxholes, there 
was no Allied military govern- 
ment operating in the Pacific 
area, as there is in Europe. The 
handling of thousands of civilian 
Japanese, found huddling in caves, 
was left to the little band of spe- 
cially trained naval officers who 
form what is known as the Civil- 
jan Affairs Department. 

We have just paid a return 
visit to our reception camp here. 
From what we saw, the work of 
the Civilian Affairs Department 
has been pretty successful. 

When we last saw the camp, 
men and women were decked out 
in captured Japanese uniforms 
and were sleeping on the ground. 
Now we find the women dressed 
in gay prints they had made from 
materials imported from the 
United States and sold at the 
camp store. At the store we saw 
Japanese women buying with 
American greenbacks, and the 
storekeeper said they were doing 
$1000 worth of business daily, 
which was only slightly more than 
the materials purchased cost, 


Food Plentiful. 


At the paymaster’s window we 
Saw Japanese men, some of 
the 2400-odd now working on 
roads, ships and other projects, 
drawing their monthly wages in 
greenbacks. Japanese laborers are 
drawing higher wages than their 
own people paid them and getting 
food and lodgings free. 

Food is more plentiful and 
varied now. There are several 
hundred workers on the land. 
Each family gets two and one-half 
acres, and more farms are being 
opened. The Japanese peasant, 
apparently docilely accepting Sai- 
pan’s new occupants, plows plac- 
idly along. 

Plenty of rice from confiscated 
Japanese stocks, and from sup- 
plies we imported, is available, 
and this recently has been aug- 
mented by home-grown vegetables 
and fish. Each night sampans 
loaded with 25 Japanese under a 
single bluejacket come in with a 
fish load, 

Living quarters have improved 
over the original canvas to wooden 
and tin huts built of salvaged 
Japanese materials. Some 2157 
Chammorans—the original inhabi- 
tants of Saipan—have been moved 
to cement dwellings which escaped 
destruction, in the sugar mill vil- 
lage of Charankanoa. This has 
relieved overcrowding. These 
Chammorans are used as guards 
over the Japanese. 

More improvements are under 
way. Neat wooden buildings, be- 
ing constructed along the lines of 
the Japanese relocation centers in 
the States, will retain central 
kitchens and bathing facilities but 
give each family individual rooms. 
A new system of sanitation is be- 
ing installed. 


Shintoism Barred. 


The Japanese are allowed to 
continue worshipping under Jap 
Buddhist priests, but they no 
longer can preach Shintoism or 
any form of emperor worship. 
The only check is an interpreter 
who attends the services. 

In the schools English is being 
taught. Revised Japanese text- 
books are being produced to teach 
the three Rs and American his- 
tory, but nothing of Japanese his- 
tory. Japanese teachers. hold 
classes under supervision of Japa- 
mese speaking American officers. 

The schools are purely volun- 
tary, but they are so popular there 
are more children than we can 
accommodate, Adults as well as 
children seem eager to learn Eng- 
lish and many GIs have responded 
to urgings to hold private classes. 

The Japanese themselves are 
permitted to run internal affairs 
of the camp without American in- 
terference. 

They even have been permitted 
to license some 50 Japanese pros- 
titutes who live in little huts on 
the camp outskirts. 

Camp administration is in the 
hands of a former Japanese Judge 
who used to preside over the 
courts of Saipan, Ponape and 
Palau. 

Freedom of movement must, of 
course, be restricted on Saipan 
but the Japanese are permitted 
full freedom of speech. At first 
expecting slaughter, they have 
learned they may express their 
frankest thoughts .ithout fear of 
reprisal. Most seem to keep their 
unbounding faith in the Japanese 
Navy and still believe it will come 
back and rescue them one day. 
When Japanese planes raided Sai- 
pan airfields, on two occasions, 
the Japanese were extremely 
pleased and said so. 


Reaction of a Judge. 


While at the camp we talked 
with the Judge and with a typical 
Okinawa working man who for- 
merly was gang foreman in a 
sugar mill. Judge Saito, as we 
shall call him for his own safety, 
in answer to our question of the 
Japanese attitude toward Ameri- 


cans, said it was difficult to ap- 
praise it as civilians still wonder 
what is going to happen to them 
eventually. He explained that this 
fear goes back to the beginnings 
of the Asiatic world when the 
vanquished always suffered at the 
hands of the conqueror, as, for 
example, when the Mongols invad- 
ed Kyushu, in answer to the cries 
of the women and children for 
mercy, their folded hands were 
pierced by wire and they were 
dragged out to sea behind a ship 
and drowned. 

The capture of Saipan marked 
the first time the Japanese ever 
were taken prisoner by white men. 
Many in the camp still expect to 
die, but as far as individual con- 
tact is concerned, they no longer 
hate us, the Judge said.

The judge seemed to be con- 
vinced that we would win the 
war. Apparently most of his peo- 
ple are equally convinced that 
their side will. 

This same impression was ob- 
tained from questioning the 
working man, whom we shall cal 
Yakashima. Yakashima had never 
seen an American until our Sai- 
pan landing. He has finally got 
over his initial fear of us. He 
says he likes us after five months. 
We are generous, Like others of 
his kind, he has discovered that 
our cigarettes are preferable to 
the Japanese brand. 

Yakashima is representative of 
the large Okinawa population here, 
which outnumbers the pure Japa- 
nese 85 per cent to 15 per cent. 
He was imported under contract 
to work in a sugar mill. He said 
there was a labor union at the 
mill but it was a company union 
and the workers did not have the 
right to strike or change their 
jobs. They were theoretically free 
to return to “Okinawa Island 
whenever they wished, but they 
had to pay their own fare and 
never had the money. 


Trying to Orient Selves. 


Whatever their feelings about 
ultimate Japanese victory, Jap 
civilians here on Saipan are im- 
pressed by our civil affairs offi- 
cers, judging from the way they 
are clambering aboard the Amer- 
ican bandwagon—just in case. 
They have accepted their new rul- 
ers philosophically, have attempt- 
ed no sabotage, have given no 
trouble. 

They even bank with us. Among 
camp residents who have saved a 
total of $100,000 out of their earn- 
ings, many prefer to put their 
money and jewels in safekeeping 
with us rather than keep it in a 
sock, or wherever a Japanese 
keeps it. 

So many have volunteered for 
labor it has not been necessary 
for us to invoke the right accord- 
ed by international law of draft- 
ing a labor corps. 

Civil affairs officers say that 
the Japanese seem to be making 
a sincere effort to orient them- 
selves to the new patterns. Babies 
are arriving bythe scores. The 
death rate, under careful medical 
treatment and the return of a set- 
tled existence, is constantly de- 
clining. In five months doctors 
have given 190,000 treatments, 

The Japanese are writing let- 
ters home now telling their rela- 
tives, “We are alive and well. 
Don’t worry.” 

Some young ladies have become 
so Americanized they no longer 
bathe in the nude in broad day- 
light in view of the populace at 
the public baths, as is the Japa- 
nese custom, but wait until after 
dark. 


POPE BROADCASTS 


BLESSING TO ALL

Pessimism by Whiteside 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

A correspondent, writing under the 
peeudonym of “Lam” in Sunday's Poat- 
Dispatch, anid: “James P, Whiteside of 
Foristell, Mo., atill thinks America is 
fighting for democracy.” He then pro- 
ceeds to make a very good case for his 
theory that the United States is a So- 
Cialistic state, a contention partially sup- 
ported by your editorial, “The Almost 
Imperfect State.” 

What America is fighting for, I do not 
presume to know, but if there ia one 
thing it is NOT fighting for, 1 would 
Gay it is democracy. 

In a letter to-the Post-Dispatch a few 
days ago, critical of Allied politics in 
Europe, I said our soldiers were fight- 
ing and dying “in the belief they were 
gaving democracy.” If they believe what 
President Roosevelt has repeatedly said 
—and they voted overwhelmingly for 
him in the recent election—then they 
“believe” they are saving democracy. 

The word “democracy” after all is but 
a shibboleth, sanctified in the United 
States because of the liberty that has 
flowed under its label. In Russia, Com- 
munism is accepted as embodying what 
is good in our form of government, yet 
purged of our capitalistic evils. That, 
in substance, is the Russian conception 
of democracy and, in my humble opin- 
jon, it is perfectly valid. 

If we are afraid of Communism be- 
cause it embraces something that we do 
mot, then, as the late Senator Borah 
once said, may God help us. Perhaps 
popular rule in no two nations will ever 
be precisely the same, but so long as 
liberty and human rights are real and 
not abridged, happiness and peace will 
prevail. 

By usage, we in the United States ac- 
cept democracy as meaning rule by the 
people, and our egoism leads us to be- 
Nieve that only here do the people rule, 
when in simple truth, rule by the peo- 
‘ple is a misnomer, since nowhere on 
earth do the people rule. If they did, 
we would not have war. In the United 
States, all polls taken before our en- 
trance into this cataclysm showed that 
at least 80 per cent of the people op- 
posed. Yet we got in. 

Dr. Harry Elmer Barnes, the histori- 
an, says that 25 men were responsible 
for World War II. Other students think 
Barnes’ estimate is high. At any rate, 
it reveals that the people have nothing 
to do with war, except to fight and die 
and pay the bills. 

In my letter, I merely sought to give 
‘expression to a contempt for the shame- 
ful misuse of helpless people in small 
I ‘ropean nations by Allied politicians. 
L.ttle countries, laid waste by war, are 
Hartered and populations given away in 
the age-old game of power politics, and 
the treachery enacted in secret and un- 
der cover of darkness. 

With civilization now a buzzard roost 
and anarchy knocking at the door, will 
the armistice bring peace on earth, good 
will to men?

The Colossus of 1970 


We have run across a few figures on popula- 
tion trends in Europe that ought to cause a lot 
of people to sit up and take notice. These fig- 
ures indicate how important Soviet Russia is 
going to be when 1970 rolls around. They were 
compiled by one of the fact-finding bodies of 
the League of Nations, and are quoted in the 
London Economist. 

In 1970, Russia is expected to have a total 
population of 250 millions. Maybe this does not 
mean much by itself, so a simple comparison is 
in order. By the same year of 1970, the com- 
bined populations of all the countries of North- 
western and Central Europe will fall short of 
Russia’s by 25 millions. | 

That is, Russia alone will have 25 millions 
more than Great Britain, Germany, France, Ire- 
land, the Low Countries, Austria, Hungary, 
Switzerland, Scandinavia, Czechoslovakia, Esto- 
nia and Latvia. 

In 1940, the Russian population was 40 mil- 
lions smaller than the combined populations of 


the foregoing countries, but it is growing faster. 


than populations in other countries. Some, in- 


deed, are declining. 

France, for example, is expected to decline 
from 41.2 millions in 1940 to 36.9 millions by 
1970. The United Kingdom, for another, is ex- 
pected to decrease from 47 millions in 1940 to 
43 millions in 1970. 

The population of Russia in 1970 will not only 
be much larger, but it will be, on the whole, 
younger than populations in Western Europe, 
By 1970, old people in Northwestern and Cen- 
tral Europe will have increased from 20 millions 
in 1940 to 33 millions in 1970. The correspond- 
ing increase in Soviet Russia will only be from 
seven to 16 millions. 

By 1970, Soviet Russia will have more than 
43 million males between the militarily and in- 
dustrially important ages of 15 and 34, as against 
less than 35 million such males in Germany, 
France, England and Wales, Italy and Poland 
combined, 

Just one more comparison: The number of 
men in the productive ages of 15 to 64 will in- 
crease in Soviet Russia from 49 to 84 millions. 
This will exceed the combined number of pro- 
ductive males in France, Germany, the United 
Kingdom, Italy and the Low Countries. 

All these figures should be pondered by the 
makers of foreign policy in 1944. We can be 
sure they are familiar to the Kremlin and that 
its foreign policy is being shaped in the light 
of them, 

We think the figures should be pondered, too, 
by the people of the United States, in the light 
of irresponsible statements heard even now, in 
the midst of World War II, that we may have 
to fight Russia in World War III. 

For, along with its greatly increased popula- 
tion, Russia will also, in all probability, continue 
to progress along industrial, scientific, educa- 
tional and commercial lines. It will be by 1970 
a colossus. 

It is frightful to contemplate what might hap- 
pen if a colossal Russia and a gigantic United 
States should be pitted against each other 25 
years from now. 

There is another path for the United States 
and Russia to folldw, and it cannot be well-trod- 
den too soon: we refer to the path of friendship 
and co-operation.

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Action to Curb Petrillo 


It is rare that a bill passes the Senate by unan- 
imous vote, especially a bill on so controversial 
a subject as labor. The fact that the Senate, 
without a dissenting voice, has approved the bill 
forbidding interference with non-commercial 
broadcasts by student musicians is a good indi- 
cation of how Senators, and the country at large, 
feel about the ruthless methods of James Caes@r 
Petrillo, head of the musicians’ union. 

The bill is directed specifically against Petril- 
lo, in an effort to curb his practice of stopping 
such broadcasts in order, as he says, to preserve 
job opportunities for professional musicians. 
Such a high-handed practice makes jobs for no- 
body; instead; it disappoints youngsters and 
rouses public indignation. This indignation may 
yet result in shearing Petrillo of more power 
than that of keeping teen-age instrumentalists 
and singers off the air.

A Plea for Racial Co-operation 

Though Otto H. Maschoff, local president of 
the CIO United Electrical Workers, was rebuffed 
by the majority at a union meeting, and is re- 
ceiving no support from his executive board, 
he has not given up his efforts to obtain inter- 
racial co-operation by the membership. He has 
made a new appeal, an eloquent reminder of 
the members’ obligations to the union principles, 
to the Government’s policies and to the fight- 
ing forces’ need for more ammunition. These 
obligations, he points out, can be met by agree- 
ing to employment of Negroes wherever they 
are needed to bring production at the St. Louis 
Ordnance Plant up to capacity. 

Mr. Maschoff has a proposal that should pro- 
vide a welcome opportunity to all among the 
rank and file who do not share the prejudices 
which blocked action at the recent union meet- 
ing. He suggests that the union try to obtain 
enough volunteers to staff two buildings at the 
plant on an interracial basis, and to recruit 
from both racial groups the 6400 workers still 
needed for peak production. 

St. Louis, though a city with many Southern 
characteristics, is noted for interracial unity 
and co-operation. Acceptance of Mr. Maschoff’s 
plan by a group of union members will mean a 
fine demonstration of voluntary action against 
discrimination, to prove that the races can work 
together at home in a democratic way just as 
they fight for all of us at the front.

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Usefulness of a Storm 

One school- of thought in Washington holds 
that the Senate squall over State Department 
appointments helped nobody but the isolation- 
ists. Now that the slate has been confirmed, 
however, it is apparent that two other purposes 
were served. 

Mr. Roosevelt, in assuring Senator Pepper 
that any one of the men who attempted sabotage 
of presidential ‘policy would be handed his hat, 
gives fresh encouragement to hopes that de- 
mocracy instead of reaction will prevail in the

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Planning for the Region 

In mid-January the Metropolitan Plan Asso- 
ciation, most substantial vehicle available for 
area progress, will get its engine installed. The 
chassis looks good. Motorized by the support 
and confidence of public sentiment on both sides 
of the river, it can go far. 

Chief executives of the 115 counties, cities, 
towns, villages and unincorporated communities 
in the metropolitan area have been asked by the 
association to form local public works commit- 
tees, and to send those committees to a regional 
public works conference a month from now. 
When that conference is over, the association 
should be on its way. 

It will have discussed what regional work is 
already on the books—highways, airports, park- 
ways, housing projects and the like that affect 
the economy of the whole metropolitan area, It 
will have learned in detail what projects each 
municipality has in mind, and what plans have 
been made by St. Clair, Monroe, Madison, St. 
Charles and St. Louis Counties. 

It will have explained to the citizens’ com- 
mittees what is being offered in the way of 
public improvements—or advice about them—by 
the Federal Government, the two state govern- 
ments, architects, contractors and civic agencies 
of all kinds. And it will have provided a chan- 
nel for using these services and—it is hoped— 
created planning consciousness and activity in 
all parts of a metropolitan area that is home to 
1,500,000 people. 

No one needs to be told what the association 
hopes to do—to become both the advisory coun- 
cil and the clearing house for public projects 
that will make the greater St. Louis area a better 
place to work and live. Its chance of doing just 
that, of creating a community spirit that doesn’t 
now exist, will depend in large part on the at- 
mosphere at the January meeting. If John 
Smith, green-grocer from Creve Coeur, and Bill 
Brown, banker from East St. Louis, come to that 
conference with their minds both broad and 
open, the association will get a great boost. 
MPA is offering the vehicle, but it’s up to the 
people themselves to make it run.

Another Strike Fiasco 

The only sensible feature of the truck drivers’ 
strike started Monday and terminated yesterday 
was its ending. The drivers gained precisely 
nothing. Their employers gained nothing. 

But somebody did lose. The war effort lost 
something in time of great stress. Organized 
labor in general, and the truck drivers in par- 
ticular, lost some modicum of public support. 

It was a very different affair from the bigger 
strike in August, when the Government was 
finally forced to seize a number of truck lines 
that would not comply with a WLB wage-in- 
crease order. The drivers then got their raise. 
This time, according to the only excuse offered, 
some St. Louis drivers objected to a WLB de- 
cision to make their contract run for 17% 
months instead of one year. That objection 
seems strangely contrary to their own interest. 
There is every probability that the next con- 
tract will be no more favorable to them, and a 
fair possibility, if victory in Europe comes be- 
fore the present one expires, that it will be less 
favorable. 

As now seems abundantly clear, the stated 
reason was a pretext manufactured by a dis- 
sident faction seeking control of the local union. 
It behooves the orderly majority to levy heavy 
punishment on the fomenters, for the tie-up was 
made effective by intimidating men who wanted 
to work. Expulsion would be little enough pun- 
ishment for the ringleaders; by expelling them, 
the union could retrieve some of its lost prestige. 

Truck drivers aside, the experience this week 
is a good object lesson to all who may be simi- 
larly tempted: in wartime strikes, the main 
beneficiary, if not indeed the only one, is the 
enemy. 
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Agreement sto Disagree 

The British Labor and Liberal parties attacked 
Mr. Churchill’s stand on Greece.

Looks like the Poles are as far apart as Brit- 

ain and the United States, 
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Perils Loom in British Relations 


American and English postwar policies are far apart in Western 


Europe, Asia, India, South America, in Washington observer's 
opinion; we can either embark on trade war, or help Britain fight 


for economic life, he says; America must choose which path to follow. 


By Herbert J. Seligman of Overseas News Agency 


Far from being “settled,” as British Am- 
bassador Lord Halifax indicated to news- 
men, Anglo-American differences now rep- 
resent a critical moment for the future 
peace and welfare of the world, Some well- 
informed Washington sources point out 
that these major questions of world policy 
are still unresolved: 


1. Western Europe: Whatever support 
the Churchill Government has received in 
the House of Commons for its policy in 
Greece, Belgium and Italy, there is pro- 
found dissent in America from the policy 
of forcing exiled governments on popula- 
tions ready to fight against groups they 
believe sympathetic to cartellists and col- 
laborationists, 


Four Areas of Division 


American correspondents in Athens, eye- 
witnesses to the disorders in which the 
British armed forces have backed up the 
Greek Royalist police, have described those 
police as firing on unarmed civilians, in- 
cluding women and children, This has cre- 
ated a tremendous revulsion in this coun- 
try. 

2. ..sia: The difficulties in China were 
three-cornered, as between the Americans, 
the Chinese and the British. The latter did 
not want Chinese troops to reconquer Bur- 
mese territories the British had lost to the 
Japanese, The status of the former crown 
colonies, specifically Hongkong, must 
undergo some postwar readjustment—but 
Churchill has said he was not put in office 
to liquidate the Empire. 

8. India: The British, through their re- 
tention of India’s blocked balances, hinder 
free commerce between that country and 
the United States. There is considerable 
doubt whether India’s industrialization and 
modernization can take place without large- 
scale participation by American industry. 


4. South America: Important sections of 
British industry seem not averse to the 
Farrell-Peron Nazi-Fascist regime in Ar- 
gentina, which we believe a dangerous cen- 
ter of Fascist infection for the hemisphere, 
British investments in Argentina are heavy, 
and it is rumored in Washington that 
her Government has informed us that it 
will not cut down its exports to Argentina. 


British Fight to Survive 


At the base of these profound differences 
between the two nations is the fact of 
American industrial, merchant shipping and 
productive power. The British fear that, 
in the postwar world, the Americans will 
greatly outproduce, outship and outsell 
them. 

These differences were almost explosively 
evident at the International Air Traffic 
Conference in Chicago and at the financial 
conference at Bretton Woods. They came to 
a head again during the International Busi- 
ness Conference at Rye, N. Y., where Brit- 
ish industrialists favored cartels while most 
of the monopolists in the United States 
opposed them, 


5. The Near East: This area is of the 
most vital strategic importance to the Brit- 
ish Empire, but the Anglo-American oil 
agreement is doomed to fail in the Senate. 
British adménistration of the Palestine 
Mandate has also roused public feeling 
here, proponents of the Jewish Homeland 
claiming Britain has not lived up to the 
Balfour Declaration, 


Seasoned Washington observers see only 
two ways of dealing with these problems. 
One is to embark on an out-and-out trade 
war, using the superior economic power of 
the United States to enforce its wishes. 
That way may well lead to catastrophe. 


The other is to reach some sort of poli- 
tical and economic understanding, so Brit- 
ain can be given our economic support. We 
would assure the British that they would 
not be crushed by the weight of American 
economic power. But the United States 
could enforce its view that the war objec- 
tives must not be surrendered to reaction- 
ary and imperialist-minded groups. 

In the Washington view, British interests 
are fighting for what they regard ag the 
life of British industry, shipping and fi- 
nance. The position in Britain now seems 
to be critical; if Britain is driven to ex- 
treme measures, as in Greece, there may 
be a full-blown growth of British Fascism. 
Should British Labor compromise, it might 
eventually go down to defeat—as German 
labor did, 


Two Anglo-American Problems 


The problem of Anglo-American rela- 
tions, then, would seem first, economic as- 
surances to Britain by the United States; 
second, pressure from the United States to 
prevent a reactionary Britain from domi- 
nating the British phase of United Nations 
policy in all parts of the world, 


To do this, we must primarily main- 
tain good working relations with Soviet 
Russia, and it must continue its peacetime 
interest in European affairs, backing up 
the wartime achievements of its armies. 

Military victory for the United Nations 
being in sight, the most far-reaching de- 
cisions must be made in America, They 
must be such as to continue the wartime 
relations among Britain, Soviet Russia and 
this country, as well as France. And they 
must offer no obstacles to the people’s will 
throughout Europe to have done with the 
regimes that brought the world to the 
present stage of devastation.

Field Artillery Battalion of the Sixth Ar- 
mored Division. Also in the division is the 
212th Battalion from Massachusetts. 

This illustrates how our Army has be- 
come mixed up by reorganization since this 
war started. It is almost worthy of note 
that the correspondent was able to/find a 
few Missouri men still in the outfit. 

But we are taking note of it for another 
reason. We anticipate that some day a 
great how! will be heard from men in the 
artillery. Infantry regiments have been 
frequently identified in dispatches, but the 
only other field artillery outfit we can re- 
call seeing mentioned was the Fifth Bat- 
talion of the Firat Division. 

The artillery has been doing some of the 
best fighting in this war—in fact, our artil- 
lery is rated as tremendously effective in 
battle, and in that branch of the art of war 
we have taught the Germans some things 
they didn’t know before. 

We think the artillery ought to get more 
credit for the excellent work it is doing. 


A Road to Industrial Democracy 
By Way of Agencies Like TV A 


“How to Tell Progress From Reaction: Roads to In- 
dustrial Democracy,’’ by Manya Gordon. (E. P. 
Dutton Co., New York.) 

This book is good news to all who want 
the America of the future to have more 
democracy, more economic security for all, 
but without losg of freedom. We can, if 
we want, have both, it concludes. 

The question the author sets out to an- 
swer—with facts and-statistics, not opin- 
ions—is this: Is government ownership 
indispensable to industrial democracy, or 
can wage-earners achieve such democracy 
under private enterprise? In other words, 
is Soviet Russia further along the road to- 
ward industrial democracy than ourselves 
or Britain? 


The answer to this, as very positively 
given by the author, is No. The workers 
can achieve, and are achieving, economic 
democracy under the political and social 
systems now obtaining in the United States, 
Great Britain and Sweden, she contends. 

The author, who came to this country 
from Russia in 1896, is a long-time Social- 
ist. She is an intelligent woman who has 
mever let her social theories become a 
straitjacket for her mind. She is wise 
enough to see how autocratic power can 
frustrate, as it always has in the past, the 
efforts of social planners to build the Uto- 
pias of their dreams. She is, therefore, not 
today a Socialist in the,orthodox use of the 
word, and no doubt many Socialists would 
repudiate her. ‘ 

After surveying the industrial democratic 
achievements of this country, Britain and 
Sweden, then comparing the results with 
what has been done under the present So- 
cialistic regime in Russia, the author comes 
to the somewhat startling conclusion that 
the way to tell progress from reaction is 
to make this comparison. The free enter- 
prise system, according to her demonstra- 
tion, has it all over the Socialistic when 
it comes to improving and safeguarding the 
lot of the workers.

Furthermore, she predicts that the whole 
Marxian philosophy is about to move in her 
direction—away from government owner- 
ship toward fuller use and development of 
the demonstrably efficient implements for 
social gains already existing in the so-called 
“capitalistic” countries. 

The chief source of her confidence has 
been the successful development, mainly by 
the British, of the public corporation, ex- 
emplified in England by the Central Elec- 
tricity Board, the London Transport Board 
and the B. B. C., and in the United States 
by TVA. These corporations, she says, 
hold the solution of the great basic prob- 
lem, how to enjoy the gaing of socialization 
without encountering the losses that go 
hand in hand with nationalization. These 
losses involve cancellation of all the priv- 
ileges that organized labor has fought to 
acquire. In the public corporation, where 
there ig public ownership without politics, 
these gains for the worgers are retained.

HERE has been some discussion both here and abroad about the 
need for another meeting of Stalin, Churchill and Roosevelt; 
it is evident that there are great undecided questions which can 
be settled only by the heads of states. 


Yet I venture to suggest that 


the controlling reason why these questicms are being dealt with un- 
successfully, or not at all, is that they are questions which cannot 
be settled by the Big Three alone. Stalin, Churchill and Roosevelt ithe Eighth Air Force in England, 
cannot settle, separately or together, the political problems of Europe. all holding decorations won dur- 


Since Teheran there has been a 
fundamental change in the Euro- 
pean situation. At Teheran the 
three liberating powers agreed on 
the military strategy of liberation: 
now it is necessary for them to 
agree with the liberated nations 
on how to conclude the war. This 
means that the old Teheran part- 
nership has to be enlarged before 
the problems arising from our vic- 
tories can be settled. 


France Is the Key. 


Thus it is impossible for the Big 
Three toagreeon terms of settle- 
ment for Germany; the agreement 
of France, Belgium and The Neth- 
erlands is indispensable to any 
settlement from the west of the 
German frontiers, to any plan of 
occupation and control]. The basic 
reason why in London and Wash- 
ington there have been so many 
plans but no firm decisions is that 
over a long period of years the 
primary enforcing power of any 
settlement in the west will be, not 
Great Britain and America, but 
France, Without France asa prin- 
cipal in shaping the terms for 
Germany, the whole discussion is 
academic. 

Yet agreement about the future 
of Germany is the crux of British 
and American relations with the 
Soviet Union. If there is agree- 
ment about Germany, which is 
the paramount question, no serious 
conflict is likely to develop over 
secondary issues in the Balkans, 
the Middle-East or the Far East. 
But if there is no genuine agree- 
ment about Germany, then the 
secondary issues will become in- 
creasingly serious. 

Next on the list of great unset- 
tled questions is the future of the 
Mediterranean. We speak of the 
Yugoslav, the Greek, the Italian 
and the Spanish problems, but we 
shall do well, I believe, to recog- 
nize that they are all aspects of 
one great problem—that of the 
Mediterranean. Mr. Churchill's 
troubles in this area arise from 
his attempt to settle from London 
the future of the Mediterranean. 
Great Britain has a vital and nec- 
essary interest. But Great Britain 
is unable alone to m@ke an ac- 
ceptable and enduring settlement, 
and the United States, which has 
no such immediate and vital in- 
terest in the Mediterranean, is not 
able to play wisely and usefully 
a determining role. 


How to End the Snarl. 


What is needed in the Mediter- 
ranean, which is no longer a ma- 
jor theater of war, is a peace set- 
tlement in which the chief Medi- 
terranean states—namely Great 
Britain, France, Italy, Spain, 
Greece, Yugoslavia, and also Tur- 
key, take their part. 

It is obvious that a peace settle- 
ment cannot be made quickly or 
easily. But I venture to believe 
that the decision to proceed to- 
ward a peace settlement could be 
made now, and that this is the 
only way to begin to untangle the 
snarl in which Britain and the 
Unitcd States find themselves in 
Italy, Greece, and elsewhere in 
that area. 

The first step following a deci- 
sion to make peace would be to 
invite France to participate in 
Mediterranean affairs as an equal 
and principal power. Nothing can, 


of course, be settled in the Medi- 
terranean without France, and all 
proposals of settlement will have 
a far better chance of acceptance 
if they do not come from the Eng- 
lish-speaking nations alone. 

In partnership with France we 
should then undertake to end the 
hopeless contradictions of Italy's 
position—that of a country which 
is at once a “co-belligerent” and a 
defeated enemy. The only way to 
end the contradiction is to make 
peace with Italy, to supersede the 
armistice by a treaty which fixes 
definitely the Italian frontiers, the 
Italian colonies, and the repara- 
tions to be made by Italy to Greece 
and to other victims of Fascist 
aggression, 


The Needed Framework. 


Until this is done there can be 
no Italian Government which can 
know what it is doing, which can 
win the confidence of the Italian 
people, or exercise any moral au- 
thority during the terrible ordeal 
through which, as a result of the 
war and of Fascism, the Italians 
are destined to pass. 

In the framework of a negotia- 
tion to make a Mediterranean set- 
tlement, the Greek tragedy can 
perhaps be transcended by mak- 
ing visible to the Greeks a decent 
future that they can work for in 
place of the horrid present in 
which they are living. In that 
framework, too, the coming transi- 
tion in Spain from Franco's Fas- 
cism to a freer regime might be 
accomplished with the least suf- 
fering and general international 
disturbance, 


ought to take toward a construc- 
tive solution of our problem, then 
we must not be discouraged and 
put off because in London and in 
Washington men are too tired to 
decide questions they would rather 
postpone, and so set in their ways 


«a that they see all the practical dif- 


ficulties and do not see the neces- 
sity and the promise. 


Big Four, Not Big Three. 


As a matter of fact, there is 
good reason to think that we are 
going to proceed, perhaps by being 
pushed rather than by our own 
Statesmanlike initiative, along 
these lines: Gen. de Gaulle’s con- 
versations in Moscow could not 
have ended in a treaty of alliance 
if France and the Soviet Union 
had not come to an understanding 
on the German question. Great 
Britain and the United States, 
which also need an understanding 
with France on the German ques- 
tion, need an understanding with 
France on the Mediterranean 
question, 

Mr. Churchill and Mr. Roosevelt, 
Mr. Eden and Mr. Stettinius, can 
do no better than to recognize 
that Europe, after the liberation 
of France, is no longer the Europe 
they were thinking about before 
the liberation of France. For in 
Europe the Big Three have become 
in fact the Big Four. One of these 
four—France —is politically both 
a great power and a liberated na- 
tion. For this double reason the 
advice of France, which under- 
Stands from experience what lib- 
eration means, is now indispen- 
sable if we are to avoid the mis- 
takes which have been made in 


Belgium, Greece and Italy. 


GEORGE H. MOSES DIES; 
FORMER U. 5. SENATOR 


Chairman of Convention That 
Nominated Hoover—Noted 
for Caustic Phrases. 


CONCORD, N. H., Dec. 21 (AP). 
~—-George Higgins Moses, former 
United States Senator from New 
Hampshire and Republican leader, 


died last night at his home, He 
was 75 years old. 

Once described as “the most ex- 
citing man in American public 
life,” he served three times in the 
Senate. He. lost his seat in the 
Democratic landslide of 1932. 

He had been ill in a Concord 
hospital for more than a year and 
had just returned to his home 
for the holidays when he died of 
coronary thrombosis. His widow 
and his only son, Gordon, were 
with him at the end. 

Moses was president pro tem- 
pore of the Senate for eight years. 
He enjoyed a reputation as one of 
the nation’s most pungent phrase- 
makers during his career as a 
legislator and diplomat. He was 
permanent chairman of the Re- 
publican convention that nom- 
inated Herbert Hoover for Presi- 
dent in 1928. 

Some of his more caustic state- 
ments went into the pages of 
American political history, and his 
designation of Senate members of 
a farm bloc as “sons of the wild 
jackass” once stirred up a nation- 
ally publicized battle. He declined 
to apologize or withdraw his state- 
ment. 

Before entering the Senate he 
served as United States Minister 
to Greece and Montenegro from 
1909 to 1912, and knew intimately 
the European personages of that 
day. 

After his unsuccessful attempt 
to win a fourth term against Fred 
i. Brown (Dem.), in 1932, he re- 
garded himself, he said, as “only 
of nuisance value to the Repub- 
lican party.”

ELECTRIC GENERATING PLANTS 
BEING BUILT HERE FOR RUSSIA 


Forty Diesel electric generating 
plants are being built by the Ful- 
ton Iron Works Co., 1259 Delaware 
avenue, for Russia at a cost of 
$2,400,000 under lend-lease, F. Ed- 
ward O'Neil, president, announced 
yesterday. 

He said the units, which weigh 
about 76 tons and have a power 
output sufficient for a town of 
10,000 population, will be used in 
rehabilitating devastated Russian 


territory. The engines are of 750 
horsepower. 

O’Neil said a group of Soviet 
technicians subjected the first en- 
gine completed to severe tests 
here over a period of two weeks 
before approving them. The com- 


pany received an order for 2% 
engines in June and a seconé 
order for 15 more in November. 
Four have been shipped. Manu- 
facture is under supervision of the 
United States Treasury Depart- 
ment.

He said 
they remained on the raft for 
about five hours. 

During his 45 hours in the wa- 
ter, Comdr. Gellhorn suffered se- 
vere sunburn. He was picked up 
in Leyte Gulf and hospitalized on 
a destroyer for 10 days before be- 
ing returned to the United States 
on a transport ship. 

Comdr. Gellhorn, reluctant to 
speak of his own activities, said,

despite the lack of water, food and

A voluntary wage increase with- 
out collective bargaining may be 
unfair labor practice, the 
United States Court of Appeals de- 
clared in its order, filed with the 
court clerk here, directing Fa- 
mous-Barr Co. to comply with an; 
order of the National Labor Rela-; 
tions Board, The NLRB order re- 
quired the company to recognize 
St. Louis Joint Council, United Re- 
tail and Department Store Em- 
ployes of America, CIO, as bar- 
gaining representative of 43 em- 
ployes in its busheling department, 
on the second and basement floors 
of the store. . 

The Court of Appeals opinion, 
written by Judge Seth Thomas, 
with Judges John B. Sanborn and 
Walter Riddick cd@hcurring, stated 
that in an election held June 29, 
1943, under NLRB supervision, 36 
of the 43 busheling department 
employes voted to make the union 
their representative, while one 
voted against this action and six 
did not vote.

HUMANITY VS THE GERMAN PEOPLE 


NDESCRIBABLE horrors have been committed by Ger- 
| mans on hundreds of “death trains,” which carry unfor- 

tunate victims of the New Order from various corners 
of Europe to concentration camps in Western Poland and 
Germany. Jews deported from Czechoslovakia and Austria 
ride in unheated cattle cars traveling as much as three weeks. 
Hundreds die from disease and extreme cold en route. In one 
case, when a baby was born during the journey, a Nazi guard 
flung it brutally from the train because “there was no room 
for it.” The mother was driven insane with grief. 


* * * 

PRISONERS ON “death trains” seldom know their des- 
tination. Sometimes they go direct to concentration camps 
after long hours of standing on railroad sidings—as did the 
train which carried Samuel Rajzman from Warsaw to the 
Tremblinka camp in Poland. Even on Rajzman’s short journey 
five women and two men died. When the train stopped at 
other times prisoners were deliberately destroyed—the old and 
infirm packed into large, closed trucks which had exhaust 
pipes arranged to direct fumes into the truck an@ asphyxiate 
the inmates. Other prospective victims meanwhile watched 
and awaited their turn, like animals in a slaughter house. 
Jews shipped from Frankfurt in special trains were thrown 
eff at various locations, forced to undress, then machine- 
gunned. Their clothes later used to replenish waning stocks 
in Germany. 

* * * 

IN WHOLESALE deportations from Salonika, Greece, 
lasting six weeks, men, women and children were packed into 
cattle cars. One witness who travelled over fhe deportation 
route afterwards counted bodies of 18 dead children less than 
2 years old, who had suffocated and been thrown out en route. 


* * * 

THE “DEATH MAKCH” used by Japs on Bataan is not 
new to Germans. In 1940 French prisoners taken in Brittany 
were marched for three weeks to Stuttgart. Once\en route 
they were locked in a railroad station for three days ‘witho 
food or drink. Often guards beat them. At their final des- 
tination they were fed in pig troughs. In formerly Occupied 
Russia the Germans once forced survivors of a typhus epidemic 
to walk hundreds of kilometers to another camp. Stragglers 
were drowned en route. 


* * * 

MORE BRUTAL TORTURE METHODS. A German prison 
eamp in Riga signified slow and certain death to all who were 
sent there. Ingenious torture methods included tying the vic- 
tim in a painful cradle, with one guard beating him unmerci- 
fully while another sat on his head. At one camp in Holland 
prisoners were buried with only their heads above ground— 
and guards marched around stamping the ground firmly until 
the buried persons lost consciousness. 


* * * 

EYE-WITNESSES TELL of brutal “gymnastics” at Oswie- 
cim Camp in Poland, where over 90,000 persons perished up to 
- July, 1942. Arriving on crowded cattle trains without sleep and 
with little food for days, prisoners were forced to run for hours 
around a gravel yard, After five minutes bare feet began to 
bleed. Older prisoners who lagged were beaten by guards. Men 


~~ who collapsed were dragged to a pump and revived and then 


forced to continue running or suffer new tortures. Following 
this exercise, the prisoners were forced to spin around until 
overcome by dizziness. Another treatment calls for prisoners 
to squat and remain motionless. Torn skin of bruised feet can- 
not support the body’s weight, and prisoners collapse while 
Nazi guards roar with laughter. No medical attention for cut 
feet. No bandages. The next day more “gymnastics” on the 
gravel deepen the cuts, which are never allowed to heal. Soon 
the blood on the stones is diluted by pus which oozes from 
prisonrs’ feet as long as they live at Oswiecim.

But I didn’t know that this 
large church auditorium was wired with loud speakers in 
various rooms, including the kitchen. So the women were lis- 
tening to my address.

“Oh, don’t do 
that!” chorused the rest of the women, who sat through the 
entire program, including the forum that was conducted after- 
wards.

THERE WASN’T ANYTHING in my talk that an intelli- 
gent modern audience of both sexes couldn’t have listened to, 
but many people seem to feel they must register some mild 
protest at a scientific discussion of sex by a doctor, though 
they usually say nothing when the front page newspaper stories 
describe the quadruplet case in England where a- married 
American soldier became the illegitimate father of four babies 
by an English girl. Or the Charley Chaplin-Joan Berry case 
et al. This feeling that a protest must be registered seems 
inherent in the training of many Americans. They protest, 
apparently for the sake of their own conscience, but they 
—Wouldn’t miss the lecture for the world. It is high time that 
a scientific treatment of sex was instituted by the churches, 
for they are the moral leaders of the community and should 
be the pace-setters in such constructive education.

I know men who brag and 
brag about the meat loaves their 
wives make, simply because hard- 
cooked eggs have been buried deep 
in the center. In our egg 
croquettes recipe, the surprise is 
the hidden olive. The sharp fla- 
vor contrast it furnishes is well 
worth the extra expense and trou- 
ble. It is just these kind of little 
extras that cement the bonds of 
family life. When mother cooks 
food that will let the family know 
she wants to please as well as 
nourish them, she has made one 
of her big contributions to pro- 
vide a home that is sound at the 
core. 
Egg Croquettes. 
One-third cup margarine, one- 
third cup flour, three-fourths cup 
milk, one and one-fourth teaspoons 
salt, six hard-cooked eggs, one-half 
teaspoon finely minced parsley, 
one teaspoon finely minced onion, 
two tablespoons diced green pep- 
per, 16 stuffed olives, one egg, 
beaten; one tableszoon water, 
three-fourths cup fine dry bread 
crumbs, one-third cup shortening. 
Melt margarine, add flour and 
blend well. Add milk and salt 
and cook over low heat, stirring 
constantly, until mixture boils and 
is very thick. Add the diced eggs, 
parsley, onion and green pepper 
and mix. Spread in a flat pan 
and chill. Divide into eight por- 
tions, Wrap or roll each portion 
around two olives, cut in quarters, 
to completely cover. Form into an 
oblong croquette. Dip into mix- 
ture of egg and water combined, 
then into bread crumbs. Brown 
in fat in a skillet over medium 
heat. Gently roll to brown evenly 
on all sides. Serve hot. Tight 
croquettes.

Gingerbread mixes have been 

very successful, and making good 
gingerbread without them is be- 
coming a lost art. Here is an ex- 
cellent recipe if you are one of 
those people who feel that there is 
always something “extra” about a 
formula of your own. Sift flour 
and measure one and one-half 
cups. Resift three times with 
one-fourth teaspoon salt, one-half 
teaspoon soda, one-half teaspoon 
cinnamon, three-fourths teaspoon 
ginger, one-half teaspoon allspice. 

ream one-third cup shortening, 
add one-half cup sugar and one 
egg and beat until light and 
fluffy. Add one-half cup molas- 
ses (or one-half cup sorghum) 
and continue beating until well 
mixed and fluffy (about two min- 
utes). Add the sifted dry ingredi- 
ents and one-half cup buttermilk 
alternately beating well after each 
addition. Bake in a greased pan, 
11x7x1% inches, and bake in a 
moderate oven, 375 degrees F.., for 
25-30 minutes. Serve hot or cold. 
For orange sauce: Bring one- 
third cup orange juice and two- 
thirds cup water to a boil. Mix 
one tablespoon corn starch, one- 
fourth cup sugar and one-eighth 
teaspoon salt; combine with boil- 
ing liquid and cook until thick 
and clear, stirring constantly. Re- 
move from heat; add one medium 
orange, diced. Serve hot or cold 
over gingerbread. 

Serve milk to drink in addition 
to the milk used in today’s menus, 
three cups for each child, one cup 
for each adult. 

The fourth basic food group is 
“Milk and Milk Products.” The 
recommendation is one quart of 
milk for each child and one pint 
for each adult, This may be in 
the form of milk to drink or milk 
used on cereal, in white sauces 
and other cooked foods. Milk 
products include such food as 
evaporated and condensed milk, 
dried milk, cheeses of all kinds 
and ice cream. The main contri- 
bution of this food group is cal- 
cium, and the foods are also rich 
in vitamin A and protein. Cal- 
cium is needed particularly for 
proper development of bones and 
teeth. One and one-third ounce 
of American cheese provides the 
same amount of calcium and pro- 
tein as one cup of milk.

Santa Claus'Reindeers

CASUAL poem, written for his 
A family by Dr. Clement Moore 

in 1822, put into the Christmas 
picture the reindeer and the sleigh 
driven by St. Nicholas to the ac- 
companiment of sleigh bells. This 
is how it started: 

Dr. Moore was a teacher In the 
General Theological Seminary of 
New York. One day early in De- 
cember, about a century and a 
quarter ago, when Dr. Moore was 
driving home, the tinkling of the 
horse’s bells stimulated his imagi- 
nation. He began rgminating. 
When he arrived home he put his 
thoughts to paper, saved the re- 
sult for Christmas and read it to 
his children. The opening lines 
were:

| HAVE just received and filled 
out a questionnaire from Es- 
quire Magazine on football. The 
questions were whether, in my 
opinion: (1) “Are football coaches 
a good influence?” (2) “Is a win- 
ning football team a good thing 
for a school?” (3) “Does football 
make for general athletic ability 
in a school?” 

To all of which I answered, in 
my opinion “no.” 

My answers were not hasty or 
ill-considered. I used to write ar- 
ticles in this column about high 
school and college football, listing 
the number of injuries and deaths 
of the season and then I found it 
didn’t do any good, so I quit. 

My objections to the kind of 
football they have now, and the 
kind of coaching that is employed, 
is that it does more harm than 
good to the health and physique 
of all concerned and does not im- 
prove the physica] condition of the 
whole school,

OUACHITA, Ark., Dec. 20. 
HEN Ouachita College was 
established 58 years ago by 
and for Arkansas Baptists,, 

its teacher of English was Mrs, 
Estelle McMillan Blake. Except 
for an interval of a few years 
when she taught at the University 
of Arkansas, she has been its 
English teacher ever since. Now, 
at the age of 83, she still teaches, 
and has no plans for retiring. In 
her classroom she still sits in the 
Same chair at the same desk at 
which she sat when she taught 
her first class 58 years ago. She 
expects to sit in the same chair at 
the same desk as long as she con- 
tinues to teach, 

Mrs. Blake could have a new 
chair and desk but she doesn't 
want them. New ones were bought 
for her four years ago and in- 
stalled during her ‘temporary ab- 
sence, It was the idea of Dr. J. 
R. Grant, the president, 
would be a nice surprise for her. 
It was a surprise, all right, but 
not a nice one. Mrs. Blake was 
not pleased, It would not be put- 
ting it too strongly to say that 
she was displeased, She demanded 
that the new furniture be removed 
and that her old desk and chair 
be brought back. There was a 
question whether she would con- 
tinue teaching if she had to sit 
in a new chair at a new desk. So 
the new ones were removed and 
the old ones brought back and 
Mrs. Blake was happy again. 

Early selection and long associa- 
tion were responsible for the 
teacher’s affection for her old 
desk and chair. The selection took 
place when Ouachita College was 
taking over the buildings and fur- 
nishings of the Arkansas State 
School for the Blind here. As a 
member of the staff of the new 
college that was to take its place 
she could have had a new desk 
even then, but she liked one that 
had been used at the state school 
and picked it out for herself and 
a chair to go with it. 

In addition to her own sentiment 
about it Mrs. Blake takes into 
account the feelings of the stu- 
dents she has taught from it 
through the many years. There 
are hundreds of them scattered 
everywhere, but they come back 
at commencement time and for 
reunions, and they always say how 
glad they are to see their old 
teacher sitting at her old desk. 
It wouldn’t be the same if she had 
a new one, 

Mrs. Blake, counting out the 
time that she was away, has 
taught at Ouachita a total of 52 
years, of which 33 years have been

served continuously, but she con- 
siders that in a way of speaking 
she began teaching at the age 
of 7. Estelle, tutored by her 
mother, had learned to read so well 
that her mother considered her 
qualified to teach Harriet, a 12- 
year-old Negro girl. As an in- 
centive she offered Estelle a new 
dress if she would teach Harriet 
how, to read. Estelle, thus 
initiated in the technique of re- 
wards, offered Harriet a new 
dress if she would learn to read.

Others of 
her pupils in the earlier years say 
the same, and her present-day 
puptis know better than to depart 
from the standards by which she 
has always guided: her teaching. 
Mrs. Blake doesn’t impose mot- 
toes on her pupils. She doesn’t 
believe in doing that. That would 
be providing them with something 
instead of requiring them to pro- 
vide something for themselves. She 
has her maxims, however. One of 
them ig “No profit goes where no 
pleasure is taken,” a truth enun- 
ciated by Shakespeare, Another is 
“If you take out the wealth of 
the Indies you bring back the 
wealth of the Indies.” And she 
likes to quote the inscription on 
the Capitol at Austin, Tex.: “Ther- 
mopylae had a messenger of de- 
feat, but the Alamo had none.” 


By such sayings as these she has 
sought to fortify the minds of her 
pupils. Hundreds of alumni, middle 
aged or on the fading side of life, 
acknowledge their debt to Mrs. 
Blake for not only their English 
but for the practical philosophy 
inculcated by her.

Much has been learned about this 
dread disease, but with all the re- 
search and attention lavished on 
it, we still do not know what some 
day we must know—how to pre- 
vent this disease from bringing 
sorrow into so many lives every 
year. 

Ii had an appeal the other day 
for the study of the treatment of 
spasticity. The writer said that 
much had been done for polio and 
very little for the spastic cases, of 
which there are a great many in 
this country. Of course, we know 
also that rheumatic fever takes a 
terrible toll of our children every 
year, and that there is some rise, 
I believe, in tuberculosis since the 
war.

North’s pass was 
questionable, but it. certainly 
turned out magnificently! Had he 
bid his spade suit, he either would 
have ended up in a four spade 
contract, down one, or would have 
made an insignificant part-score. 
As it was, when East was 80 su- 
premely foolish as to pass one 
heart doubled, North-South came 
out with a very substantial score! 

West opened the diamond king, 
but then, feeling that his only hope 
of taking many tricks was to pre- 
vent ruffs of diamonds or clubs in 
dummy, shifted to the four of 
hearts. The 10 was put up. East 
covered, and declarer won. Now 
a spade was led to the 10 and a 
heart finesse was taken to the 
seven-spot. East’s three remain- 
ing trumps were easily picked up, 
and another spade lead gave de- 
clarer six more tricks! On a con- 
tract for one-odd, South made six- 
odd and received the luscious 
bonus of 1050 points above the 
line—five extra tricks at . 200 
points each, and 50 points for ful- 
filling a doubled contract. 


Needless to say, East should not 
have passed his partner’s double 
of one heart despite his length in 
the opponents’ suit. He had not 
one sure trick in that suit (he did 
not take one trick) and as a mat- 
ter of fact, nothing bad could have 
happened to his side at either two 
diamonds or two clubs,
